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Gate Entry Project 


nstallation of the new gate entry system is almost complete. At this writing the last 
bugs were being exterminated and the final inspection was due. Once the system is operating as 
intended, there will be changes to individual gate codes. When that happens each member will 


receive an explanatory letter. 


Visitor at the Gate? 


What do you do when a visitor arrives at one 
of the gates and does not have a gate code? 
Walk or run to the gate? Jump in the car and 
drive down the road until you are close enough 
to use your transmitter...if you have one? 


There is a better solution that now works at 
either the north or south gate. Here are the 
steps that need to be used: 


1. Your visitor pulls up at the gate and stops 
at the Sentex unit where the key pad is 
located, 


2, Following instructions on the screen they 
find your name followed by a number. 
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The number is entered on the keypad 
connecting them by phoneto your home. 


. Someone at your home answers the phone, 


identifies the caller as someone they want 
to admit to the neighborhood. 


.On your phone the number “9” is 


punched. As if by magic the gate opens! 
But this also ends the phone connection. 
(If you don’t want to see the visitor just 
hang up.) 


. This is a short phone call. Once you 


answer the phone you have 90 seconds to 
punch “9” or the connection is broken 
and the visitor will have to start over at 
step 1.
